She was sold at the Ohio Importing Co’s. sale Oct 29, 1836, with her daughter, 
Pocahontas, for $1,500; she was a large cow, but not strictly of show yard 
character; an excellent milker and very prolific breeder; she lived to be about 
twenty years old and died after giving birth to her sixteenth calf; tive of her 
daughters were got by Imp. Goldfinder, one of them, Hannah Moore, was ex- 
hibited at all the leading fairs of Kentucky and never suffered defeat. Young 
Mary’s descendants, like those of Young Phyllis, are numbered by the thous- 
ands, and there is hardly a herd in the United States so good but whatits own- 
er can, with pride, point out some vf his best cattle as being Young Marys.
